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93rd  ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

Durham  County  and  Sunderland 
Eye  Infirmary 
For  the  Year  1928. 


To  the  Governors  of  the  Institution. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

The  General  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  to 
you  their  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1928. 

Medical  Work  for  the  Year. — Again  your  General 
Committee  are  gratified  at  being  able  to  present  to  you  such 
an  excellent  Report  of  work  done.  During  the  past  year  trade 
has  not  improved  to  the  extent  that  was  anticipated  and 
prophesied  at  the  beginning,  and  the  severe  depression  in  the 
coal  trade  has  had  the  effect  of  reducing  contributions  in  some 
cases  from  some  of  the  collieries  in  the  County — others  have 
contributed  their  full  quota.  There  was  an  appreciable 
improvement  in  subscriptions  from  some  of  the  shipyards 
and  engine  works  as  the  year  advanced,  and,  with  much 
brighter  prospects  this  year,  your  committee  are  looking 
forward  to  increased  contributions  from  those  sources.  The 
report  shows  steady  increases  in  almost  every  department,  and 
your  committee  appreciates  the  devotion  and  sacrifice  of  the 
Surgeons  and  Nursing  Staff  in  dealing  with  the  various 
cases — especially  accidents — which  frequently  occur  and 
require  great  care  and  skill.  Ordinary  diseases  of  the  eye 
have  increased  somewhat,  and  there  has  been  an  increase  in 
serious  accidents.  The  Surgeons  and  Nursing  Staff  give 
regular  and  careful  attention  to  all  cases  that  come  under 
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their  care,  and,  at  times,  the  wards  have  been  filled  with 
accident  cases. 

No  less  than  12,697  new  patients  were  enrolled  during'  the 
year,  and,  with  those  already  on  the  books  at  the  end  of  1927, 
6,877,  bring  the  total  of  new  patients  up  to  19,481,  an  increase 
of  93. 

The  total  attendances  of  Out-Patients  again  shows  a 
record — reaching  the  marvellous  figure  of  76,568,  against 
72,142  in  1927,  an  increase  of  4,126  on  the  previous  year. 
There  were  305  working  days,  with  a  daily  average  of  238.39. 
The  numbers  vary  from  day  to  day— Monday,  Tuesday,  and 
Saturday  being  the  busiest,  and  on  some  Saturdays  the 
premises  have  been  severely  taxed — over  400  Out-Patients 
having  been  examined  and  prescribed  for  by  the  Surgeons  in 
attendance.  This  entails  a  large  amount  of  clerical  work, 
and  shows  how  much  the  Eye  Infirmary  is  valued  by  the 
sufferers  who  are  compelled  to  attend  for  treatment. 

Your  General  Committee  are  justly  proud  of  such  a 
splendid  record,  and  of  the  confidence  shown  in  the  Institution 
by  the  patients,  many  of  whom  come  from  long  distances  from 
Sunderland — Dormanstown,  Redcar,  South  Bank,  Middles¬ 
brough,  Billingham,  Stockton,  Norton,  Thornaby-on-Tees, 
Darlington,  Eldon,  Shildon,  Bishop  Auckland,  Spennymoor, 
Tudhoe,  Ferryhill,  Consett,  both  banks  of  the  Tyne,  Blyth, 
and  North  Yorkshire.  The  whole  of  the  patients  speak  highly 
of  the  treatment  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Surgeons,  and 
the  care  and  attention  bestowed  on  those  who  are  compelled 
to  become  In-patients. 

Income  and  Expenditure. — The  ordinary  income  for 
1928  was  £9,392  6s.  10d.,  against  £8,237  17s.  3d.,  an  increase 
of  £1,154  9s.  7d.  This  increase  is  principally  due  to  the 
securing  of  fresh  subscribers  and  to  a  renewal  of  subscriptions 
from  the  shipyards  and  engine  works,  from  which  during  the 
past  few  years  contributions  have  been  very  small  owing  to 
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the  slackness  in  the  shipbuilding  and  allied  trades.  The 
various  miners’  lodges  in  the  county  have  again  sent  their 
contributions,  although  some  have  been  compelled  to  send  a 
decreased  amount,  and  we  trust  that  soon  the  coal  trade  will 
be  in  a  flourishing  condition — there  not  being  a  more  loyal  set 
of  contributors  regularly  than  the  Miners  of  the  County  of 
Durham.  The  total  expenditure  for  1928  was  £6,241  4s.  10d., 
against  £5,797  11s.  44d.,  an  increase  of  £443  13  5|d, 

accounted  solely  for  by  the  increase  in  patients. 


Legacies  and  Donations. — During  the  year  we  received 
a  Legacy  from  the  estate  of  the  late  Mr.  John  Wallace 
Taylor,  Jun.,  and  many  donations  have  been  received  from 
grateful  patients.  We  are  glad  to  again  report  that  the 
handsome  sum  of  £130  was  received  as  a  donation  from  the 
Roker  Regatta  and  Carnival  Committee,  held  at  August  Bank 
Holiday.  The  hearty  thanks  of  the  General  Committee  are 
accorded  to  all  who  have  assisted  the  funds  in  any  way. 


Committees. — The  various  Committees  of  the  Institution 
have  met  regularly  during  the  year,  the  House  and  Accounts 
Committee  paying  strict  attention  to  the  income  and  expendi¬ 
ture,  and  also  seeing  that  the  various  articles  required  for  the 
good  working  of  the  Infirmary  were  of  the  best  quality.  The 
Ladies  Committee  devote  a  considerable  amount  of  time  in 
seeing  to  the  comfort  and  care  of  the  patients,  meet  regularly, 
and  hold  entertainments,  &c.,  with  the  proceeds  of  which  they 
procure  extra  clothing  and  comforts  necessary  in  a  voluntary 
institution  and  the  giving  of  spectacles  to  deserving  cases. 
They  pay  regular  visits  to  the  wards  and  bring  pleasure  and 
comfort  to  the  patients,  and  so  tend  to  relieve  the  monotony 
of  hospital  life. 

Workmen’s  Governors. — The  Workmen’s  Governors 
connected  with  this  Institution  now  number  118,  and  meet 
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quarterly.  They  are  deeply  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the 
Eye  Infirmary,  and  no  less  than  88  made  one  or  more  attend¬ 
ances  during  the  year.  They  are  ever  ready  with  suggestions, 
and  assist  in  raising  money  in  various  ways. 


Emblem  Days. — The  arrangement  and  carrying  out  of 
collections  and  Emblem  Days  becomes  more  difficult  owing  to 
the  fact  that  they  are  practically  held  every  week.  Last  year 
some  of  the  dates  had  to  be  changed  and  this  did  not  assist  us 
in  securing  great  success.  They,  however,  bring  a  fair  amount 
of  money,  which  goes  towards  the  working  expenses  of  the 
Institution.  The  Washington  Committee,  especially  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  holding  an  emblem  day  and  demonstration 
was  again  a  great  success,  over  £40  being  raised,  and  the 
thanks  of  the  Committee  are  due  to  the  Ladies  and  Gentlemen 
who  took  up  this  work.  We  were  again  unfortunate  in  the 
day  at  South  Shields,  but  the  workers  there  had  the  satisfac¬ 
tion  of  having  a  fair  collection,  and  raised  about  £41  by  their 
effort.  In  Sunderland  we  had  a  fairly  good  collection,  but 
there  was  a  lack  of  interest  compared  with  previous  years,  the 
amount  realised  being  about  £135.  We  are  hoping  for  better 
results  in  the  coming  year,  now  that  trade  is  reviving  some¬ 
what.  In  the  colliery  districts  the  Governors  have  assisted 
very  materially. 

The  Sports  Committee,  which  organises  the  Football 
Competitions,  &c.,  have  again  been  instrumental  in  raising 
funds.  The  Senior  and  Minor  Football  Competitions  have 
created  a  large  amount  of  interest  in  several  parts  of  the 
County,  and  have  raised  the  handsome  sum  of  £129  19s.  6d., 
which,  with  the  donations  from  the  practice  games  at  South 
Shields  and  Sunderland,  £27  2s.,  adds  a  respectable  sum  to  the 
general  funds  of  the  Eye  Infirmary.  The  thanks  of  the 
General  Committee  are  given  this  Committee  for  their  con¬ 
tinued  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  Institution. 
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Dr.  H.  Boyd  Cunningham  continues  to  give  active  and 
regular  attendance,  and  his  tact  and  genial  manner  in  dealing 
with  the  patients,  assists  materially  in  the  good  organisation  and 
carrying  out  of  the  work.  Your  Committee  has  learnt  with 
pleasure  his  appointment  in  May  as  Ophthalmic  Specialist 
Medical  Referee  under  the  Workmen’s  Compensation  Act  for 
all  the  County  Courts  in  Northumberland  and  Durham  in 
succession  to  Dr.  A.  S.  Percival,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  who  has 
lesigned.  During  the  year  changes  have  taken  place  in  the 
Surgical  Staff — Dr.  R.  N.  Ajinkya,  who  had  done  excellent 
work  for  three  years,  resigned,  and  the  Committee  appointed 
Dr.  Gertrude  B.  Leigh  as  House  Surgeon,  and  she  has  carried 
on  the  work  with  enthusiasm  and  skill.  The  Committee,  in 
order  to  relieve  the  pressure,  also  appointed  Dr.  H.  N. 
Popham  as  Clinical  Assistant.  Dr.  Popham  attends  regularly 
every  forenoon,  and  is  of  great  assistance  to  the  Surgeons. 


During  the  year  Miss  Goulding,  who  had  been  Matron 
for  a  couple  of  years,  secured  another  appointment,  and  your 
General  Committee  unanimously  appointed  Miss  G.  Eddy  as 
her  successor.  Miss  Eddy,  who  received  her  eye  training  at 
this  Institution,  is  giving  every  satisfaction  and  assists  in 
keeping  up  the  prestige  of  the  Eye  Infirmary.  The  Matron 
has  an  energetic  and  capable  staff  of  Sisters  and  Nurses,  who 
do  their  utmost  for  the  welfare  of  the  patients.  Examinations 
are  held  at  regular  intervals  with  good  results. 


In  conclusion  the  General  Committee  desire  to  express 
their  sincere  thanks  to  the  Clergy,  Ministers,  and  others  for 
holding  Divine  Services  in  the  Eye  Infirmary  from  time  to 
time  ;  to  all  those,  who,  by  donations,  subscriptions,  or  other 
service  have  contributed  to  the  upkeep  and  development  of 
the  work  done  by  this  Institution.  We  would  remind  all  who 
desire  to  relieve  the  suffering  of  those  who  have  to  seek  the 
aid  of  this  Institution  to  kindly  bring  its  claims  before 
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employers  of  labour,  employees,  and  the  public  generally,  by 
continually  advocating  its  claims,  so  that  the  continued 
success  of  the  Infirmary  may  be  assured.

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93rd  Annual  Medical  Report 


TO  THE  GOVERNORS  OF  THE 

DURHAM  COUNTY  AND  SUNDERLAND 

EYE  INFIRMARY. 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  the  Medical  Report  for  the 
year  ending  1928. 

Out-Patient  Department. — The  large  number  of  12,697 
new  patients  applied  for  treatment  during  the  year.  These, 
together  with  6,877  remaining  on  the  books,  totalled  no  less 
than  19,574  patients  who  received  treatment  during  1928. 
The  attendances  amounted  to  76,568 — an  increase  of  4,426 
attendances  compared  with  the  previous  year.  This  large 
increase  shows  that  the  work  of  this  Institution  is  appreciated. 

In  last  year’s  Report"  I  stated  that  the  Out-Patient 
Deparment  was  very  much  overcrowded  on  certain  days — 
this  year,  with  the  increased  attendances,  the  overcrowding 
has  been  very  marked  at  times. 

Sight  Testing. — 1,447  patients  received  prescriptions 
for  spectacles — an  increase  of  299  over  last  year.  In  ad¬ 
dition  to  this  a  large  number  of  cases  were  examined  where 
glasses  gave  no  relief  or  were  not  considered  necessary. 

Consultations. — A  large  increase  of  patients  referred 
by  their  doctor  for  consultation  is  still  to  be  noted,  as  no  fewer 
than  1,897  communications  were  sent  to  the  patients’  medical 
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attendants  giving  opinion  and  advice  on  the  cases.  This, 
again,  is  ample  evidence  of  the  value  of  the  work  of  the 
Medical  Staff. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.  —  The  number  of  cases  of 
this  serious  disease  is  decreasing.  This  is  due  to  a  very  large 
extent  to  the  excellent  work  performed  by  the  Welfare  Centres 
throughout  the  district.  It  is,  however,  desirable  that  accom¬ 
modation  should  be  provided,  so  that  the  more  serious  cases 
of  this  disease  could  be  treated  as  in-patients.  Owing  to  the 
dangers  of  infection,  these  cases  require  a  special  ward  and 
attendants.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that,  when  the  enlargement  of 
the  Hospital  is  undertaken,  due  regard  will  be  paid  to  this 
most  important  matter.  This  disease  is  one  of  the  commonest 
causes  of  blindness  in  children,  and  the  necessity  of  early  and 
skilled  treatment  cannot  be  too  strongly  emphasised. 

X  Ray  Department. — This  Department  is  in  charge  of 
Dr.  Paige-Arnold,  and  continues  to  be  of  very  great  assist¬ 
ance  in  the  diagnosis  of  injuries  and  disease  affecting  the  eye. 
This  Department  could,  with  enlarged  premises  and  newer 
forms  of  apparatus,  still  further  render  most  valuable  benefit. 

Pathological  Department.— As  no  provision  for  this 
work  is  made,  most  of  the  pathological  investigation  is  carried 
out  by  Dr.  Cookson,  Pathologist  to  the  Royal  Infirmary. 
Thanks  are  due  to  Dr.  Cookson  for  the  valuable  assistance 
rendered,  and  also  for  the  great  care  and  skill  exhibited  in  the 
preparation  of  many  interesting  specimens. 

Miners’  Nystagmus. — Cases  of  Nystagmus  still  seem 
to  be  on  the  increase.  Much  investigation  is  taking  place  as 
to  the  actual  cause  of  this  distressing  disease.  Large  numbers 
of  otherwise  able-bodied  men  are  rendered  unable  to  under¬ 
take  any  kind  of  work  for  long  periods.  Many  men  who 
recover  from  an  attack  of  this  disease  are  again  affected  after 
they  have  returned  to  their  work  in  the  mine. 
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Injuries  with  Coal. — All  injuries  to  the  eye  with  coal 
must  be  regarded  as  dangerous.  Large  numbers  of  such 
cases  suffer  from  impaired  vision,  whilst  many  eyes  are  lost 
through  delay  in  seeking  treatment.  Early  and  efficient  treat¬ 
ment  of  all  injuries  to  the  eye,  especially  with  coal,  is  most 
essential. 

In-Patient  Department. — The  number  of  patients  ad¬ 
mitted  was  555 — an  increase  of  32 — and,  with  25  remaining 
in  the  Hospital  on  January  1st,  1928,  made  580  in-patients 
who  received  treatment  during  the  year. 

Operations. — No  fewer  than  649  operations  were  per¬ 
formed  during  the  year — 363  on  in-patients,  an  increase  of  46, 
and  286  on  out-patients,  an  increase  of  56.  These  do  not 
include  a  large  number  of  small  operations  performed  in  the 
Out-Patient  Department. 

Giant  Magnets. — On  15  occasions  the  Giant  Magnets 
were  successfully  used  to  remove  foreign  bodies  from  the 
interior  of  the  eye. 

Staff  Changes. — Dr.  Ajinkya,  who  had  held  the  post  of 
House  Surgeon  for  some  three  years,  resigned  in  June  to  take 
up  private  practice.  To  fill  the  vacancy  Dr.  Gertrude  B. 
Leigh  was  selected  from  a  large  number  of  applicants.  The 
selection  has  proved  a  happy  one.  During  the  six  months 
Dr.  Leigh  has  been  with  us  she  has  carried  out  her  duties  in 
a  most  satisfactory  and  skilful  manner. 

To  meet  the  extra  work  in  the  Out-patient  Department 
Dr.  H.  N.  Popham  was  appointed  Clinical  Assistant.  Dr. 
Popham,  who  had  previously  held  the  post  of  House  Surgeon 
to  the  Newcastle  Eye  Infirmary,  has  rendered  great  service 
and  has  been  most  helpful  in  dealing  with  the  Out-patients. 

Miss  Goulding,  who  had  been  Matron  for  two  years, 
received  the  appointment  of  Matron  to  Brighton  Eye 
Hospital.  To  succeed  her  the  Committee  appointed  Miss 
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Eddy,  an  appointment  which  has  given  great  satisfaction. 
Miss  Eddy  had  received  her  Ophthalmic  training  at  this 
Infirmary,  and  the  Medical  Staff  welcome  her  as  Matron  and 
have  full  confidence  in  her  ability  to  carry  out  her  duties  with 
satisfaction  to  all. 

I  express  my  grateful  thanks  to  Drs.  Hubbersty,  Leigh, 
Popham,  and  Paige-Arnold  for  their  excellent  assistance. 

The  Secretary,  Mr.  Butterfield,  continues  to  be  of  much 
help  with  the  registration  of  patients  and  the  care  of  patients’ 
records.  The  increase  of  patients  attending  has  made  the 
work  most  arduous  on  busy  mornings. 

To  Miss  Eddy  and  the  Nursing  Staff  grateful  thanks  and 
appreciation  are  due. 

Mr.  James  H.  Morton  has  discharged  his  duty  as  dis¬ 
penser  in  a  most  satisfactory  manner.
